How the starfish cats an oyster is told 


by II. W. Conn in St. Nicholas. 


The oyster when at home lives in a 


hard lime shell which nicely protects him 
from the attack of enemies. Man, with 
his tools, can open the shell and remove 
the soft animal, but besides man the oys- 
ter hns few foes. 
Oddly enough, bla 


greatest foe is not, as might be expected, 
an nnininl with powerful Jaws and strong 
teeth, but one wholly without jaws. It is 
the common starfish, so common every- 
where nt the spnsliote. 


Now. 
the starfish is n soft, flexible crea- 


ture, very sluegifh, seemingly helpless 
and utterly unable to attack such an ani- 
mal as the oyster. Its mouth, which is 
it the <*enter of the disk, has no teeth or 
jaws. How can such a helpless creature 
open the formidable oyster shell and get 
nt the anininl concealed within? 


Its method of doing so is odd enough. 


It first clasps the oyster in its arms, 
wrapping its five arms around the shell 
tightly. Having thus seized the oyster, 
it quietly wnits. Jubt exactly what hap- 
pens next even our scientists do not ex- 
actly know. The two shells of the oyster 
nre lu-IJ together by a hinge which is 
opened !iy a spring. The spring is so ad- 
justed thnt the shells will bo pushed 


UD_i open unless they are held together by 


I the muscles. Some scientists tell us that 
j lifter the starfish hns held the oyster for 


awhile Jhc oj ster opens its shell in order 
to got food, and the starfish that has boen 
waitiiiR for this now injects into the shell 
a little reddish li<juid. 
This nets as a 


poison, paralyzing the muscles and thus 
milking it impoi-sible for the animal to 
clo^e its shell. 
Others tell us that the 


process Is simpler and that the starfish 
simply holds the shells tightly together 
until the oyster Is smothered. As soon 
as it is stupefied by tho suffocation the 
muscles rolux nnd the shell opens. 


Whichever of these two accounts in 


true it is certain that after n littl* the 
oyster shells tly opon. 
Now coitics tn 


oddest foiiture of all. The atomiich of 
the starfish is M>ry large nnd clastic, and 
it is now thrown out ot the animal's 
mouth much as one would turn a bag in- 
side out. This stomach is then thrust 
within ttic oyster shell and wrapped 
around thi> soft animal, beginning at once 
to digest it. The starfieh <!OPS not lake 
the trouble e\en to remove the oyster 
from its shell, digesting it In its own 
honn> 
and 
eventually crawling uwny, 


leaving bt-hind the gaping, empty Bh611.

On thinking over his recent 'troubles

The next day I verified most of Mr.

one of the largest suckers of the dead oc- 
topus. Since then he has caught several 
of these cutties and one whose arms 
stretched 01 ci- G% feet. 


In our waters none of these head foot- 


ed mollusks has been known to take, hu- 
man life, but it is scarcely questionable, 
if f a-j ornble opportunities presented them- 
selves, that they would do so. In 1S79 
one of the attendants of the Scarborough 
aqunvium was attacked by only a small 
octopus when cleaning out a tank. The 
experience might have ended fatally had 
be been in tho sea with a flood tide. As 
it was he hnd to make hie exit, leaving 
his boot (by which the creature held him 
fast) behind him. 


But there have been occasions in other 


seas when the worst has happened, an<3 
men have been caught in the slimy folds 
of gigantic cuttles, which have held them 
on or dragged them to destruction. Sir 
Grenville Temple tells us how a Sardin- 
ian captain, while bathing at Jerbeh, 
was seized and di owned by an octopus 
bis limbs being bound by the arms of the 
animal, although only in four feet ol 
water, while Captain J. M. Dens, 
B'rench navigator of repute, states tha) 
when off the coasts of Africa three of 
bis men were scraping the sides of his 
ship on a fine day when they were at- 
tacked by one of these violent creatures 
which drew tu o of them awny under wa 
ter in spite of every effort made to save 
them, while the thiid, who was rescued 
died during the night. In the fight one 
of the creature's amis was cut off,* 25 
feet In length, with suckers on it as large 
as pot lids. 


Should there still remain' a particle of 


doubt in any mind respecting the exist- 
ence of gigantic cuttles this will be' dis- 
pelled by the following fact recorded by 
the Bev. M. Hnrvey of St. John's, N,, P.: 
On Oct. 26, ISIS, two fishermen were 
out in a boat near the eastern end of 
Conception bay. 
Observing a floating 


object on the water, they rowed toward 
it and struck it, on which it immediately 
shot out two vast tentacles around the 
boat, as if wrestling with an antagonist. 
Fortunately they had a hatchet on board., 
with which they cut them from the crea- 
ture-, which, after blackening the sea 
with its ink, soon made off. 


One of. these magnMkenJ fragments 


was measured by Alexander Murray, ge- 
ologist, and Professor Verrijl of Yale col- 
lege, who found it to be 17 feet long and 
.y/t feet in circumference. 
This fuig- 


inent is now preserved in St. John's col- 
lege, Newfoundland. 
Since then scicm 


lists have further considered the subject 
and concluded that this beast with its 
tentacles could not have been less than 44 
feet long. 


Reverting to the British octopus, I mny 


further state that its mimicry is vciy 
great. The colors it uses run through 
deep chocolate, dull red, brown and gray, 
and it has the power of so arranging 
these hues that in the shade and cover .of 
the dark rocks it is almost unseen <fey 
any eye, which facilitates its easily wnr-

On July 5,11854, a fire broke out in the 


old National theater, whi-eh soon extend- 
ed-, to the Chinese' mustintn, separated 
from it only by a narrow alley. In .the 
destruction- of- the musfeum was lost the 
most famous'automaton the'world had 
ever known, rind yet -tho fact passed un- 
noticed in the Philadelphia newspapers 
of that day. The automaton chess piny- 
er, .'Hkri many of his human antagonists', 
had- outlived- his day and for several 
years .had occupied a recess in a small 
room in-a part.of the building but little 
freqtreated by visitors: 


This-famous automaton was construct- 


ed at Vienna in 17CO by Wolfung, baron 
von Kempelen, a man of extraordinary 
mechanical ability, a good naturalist and 
an artist. 


The automaton consisted of a chest,' 


upon which was .seated the figure of a 
Turk. The chest was' 3Mr feet long, 2 
feet broad and 2%. feet high, placed on 
casters, which enuulcd-the exhibitor to 
move it from one- part of nn apartment 
to another. The object-of this arrange- 
ment was to show the spectators that no 
trapdoor communicated with the chest. 
The left arm of the Turk was hollow, 
and through it ran n wire which commu- 
nicated with the interior of the chest, 
where, by means of a lever, the operator 
concealed within it was enabled to give 
every desired motion- to the arm, hand 
and fingers of the figure. 


When the doors of tho automaton had 


been closed, the operator began to malro 
his arrangements for the game. This be 
did by swinging the whole furniture of- 
the interior of the chest—mock wheels, 
machinery, etc.—against the outer doors 
and walls of the bos, so as to throw all 
the subdivided compartment 
into one 


apartment. B.\ this means he had room 
enough to seat himself comfortably be- 
fore the chessboard on which he played. 
The moves of the adversary of the Turk, 
when made on the board befoits the figure, 
were- communicated to the occupant of 
the chest by means of wines connected 
with «' number of di&ks • inserted In the 
top of the apartment, and as soon as any 
one of the pieces on the TutU's board \ias 
touched the fact was communicated by 
tho corresponding disks being put in mo- 
tion. The concealed chess player repro- 
duced his opponent's moves on his own 
board, and when he was ready -to reply 
to them he made use of the left arm of 
the figure for that purpose, as already 
stated. 
i Tho automaton was exhibited in Vien- 
na for some months, attracting a ciowd 
of savants from all patts -of the empire. 
Finally, the scientific and mechanical pur- 
suits of the baron having made- sad in- 
' roads on his patrimony, he set out on a' 
tour through Europe with the object of 
endeavoring to retrieve his impaired for- 
tunes by giving exhibitions of his curious 
invention in the principal cities on the 
continent. 


Before starting on his travels Von 


Kempelen engaged the services of the 
most skillful chess player be could find 
o operate the automaton. 
To secure, 


too,t the Turk from nit hazard of defeat, 
ending of gomes wete only played, under 
the pretext that complete games would 
occupy too much time. A book contain- 
ing a series of end games was, always 
lianded to the opponents of the automa- 
ton, and they were allowed their choice 
af tho white or the black pieces. Neither 
In appearance could be fairer than this: 
but, as a matter of fact, the positions 
were so contrived that whoever took the 
first move---which the Turk invariably 
claimed—had a force won game. 


When Baron von Kempelen died in 


1304, his son disposed of the automaton 
to one Maelzol, court mechanic at Ber- 
lin, who occasionally exhibited it. 
In 


1809 Mnelzel uns occupying some portion 
of the palace of Schonbrun, when Na- 
poleon made it lus hcad<iuaiters after the 
battle of Wngram. 
It was there that 


the automaton played with the emperor 
the now histonc game of chess. 
Na- 


poleon, who wag a poor player, quickly 
lost the game. He then challenged the 
automaton to a second encounter. In tbp 
course of the game be purposely made 
a false mo'se. The Turk bowed gravely 
and replaced the piece on its proper 
squarov 
A few seconds Inter the em- 


peror repeated his maneuver and with a 
similar result. But when the thing oc- 
curred for the third time 'the automaton 
swept the whole of the chessmen off the 
board. 
Allgaier, the inventor of the 


gambit named after him, is believed to 
have been the playet who had the temeri- 
ty to inflict so merited a rebuke upon 
the "victor of a hundred battles." 


About two years later Eugene Beau-' 


harnais, then viceroy of Italy, witnessed 
on exhibition of the automaton at Milan. 
His curiosity was so great that he 
bought' of Maelrel both the automaton 
nnd the secret of his mechanism for 30,- 
000 francs. 
The prince, however, soon 


tired of his purchase, and the Turk, rele- 
gated to a lumber room, passed the next 
fonr or flvevyears in inglorious seclusion. 


In ISI" Maelzel bought baclc the au- 


tomnton at the same price Prince Eu- 
gene gave for it. After exhibiting the 
Turk for several years in England and on 
the continent Maclzel sailed from Ha^re 
for New York Jn December, 1825. Here 
the automaton defeated the most skillful 
American amateurs and- became the sen- 
sation of the day. 
During tbV tour of 


the Turk through the United States be 
drew great crowds^ and the pockets of 
his owner became well filled. 
• But in. .Baltimofe, by, a carious, accU" 
dent* a discovery was mode, of the fact 
that some,, one was concealed in the otf-' 
tomatoa. 
The affair happened- in this

Intent only on reliev- 
ing bis ally from, his Irksome ^opfin*^ 
meat. Mnelzel stepped to tho window, 
threw the shutters wlilp open »nd then 
returning to the automaton liftwl the 
top of (he cliPBt. From; this hiding place 
there emerged, in foil Wght of the boysj 
a mitn in bfa shirt sleeves. And so ft 
riecreT that1 had bnfflcrt np Earope for 
neffrly n century was nt last made public 
by two American schoolboys.-j-l>h1ladel- 
pliia Record.

Recently n Oouplt 
of modern structures havo been put up, 
but the City of Churches w ill never be a 
'hotel town.' 


"Washington has several fine shelters 


for strangei-s nnd in a few years, will 
have a couple more big fellows. But 
without jealousy hotel men all over the 
country nccoid the palm to the Waldotf, 
and what is accomplished under that sin- 
gle roof every day is fairly monumental. 


"It operates a postoflree, doing as much 


business as an office iu a good sized 
town, handling about 0,000 letters daily, 
requirng the services of fonr mon who 
act as postal clerks excliiHnely. Callcib 
send up 5,000 curds daily to guontb 
through pneumatic tubes to the ici>poct- 
ive floors, where they are received by 
the hnllbojs. 
There are 00 telephones, 


with a switchboard requiring throe op 
erators. All communication between the 
different depnitments, sections nnd hotel 
employees it> done by telephone. There 
are enough clocks in the1 building to stock 
a large store, the number being 1,200, 
and two men are employed to keep them 
in order.

It requires tho scH- 
ices of 00 cooks (o feed those hungry 
folks, and the kitchen force alone is near- 
ly as large ns a battalion of troops, tho 
number being over 300. They consume 
150 tons of ice a day, and no one knows 
how many highballs, gin rickeys and 
small und large bottles.

A hotel which has n hnll 
boy force of 12 or 15 Is a Inrce one, AH 
many as 400 gwsts will arrUe from tin- 
ocean steamers in one day and a? tunny 
moie will deport for Europe. Kiom 2.GUO 
to 2,500 pieces of baggage are hamlloil 
nnd accounted for every day. The officp 
clerical foice consists of 2(5 clerks, of 
whom six are loom clerks. A 3,000 horse 
power eleetiic plant supplies the powvi 
to burn e\e:y night 20,000 incandescent 
lights, nioie than in many gqod 
cities.

100 tons of eoal a day and heat 1,500 
rooms,"—Washington Star.

"It has never appeared yet as an item 


among those published in reports of vital 
statistics reloting to railroads," said a 
railroad oflieial, "but it is a fact all the 
same that the stone ballasting of rail- 
roads has been a great life saver on roads 
that have adopted the use of that kind 
of ballast. I don't mean that it has less- 
ened the dangers of travel to those who 
use railroad cars in their journeyings 
about the country, Jjut that'it has taken 
in a great memisre the perils of travel 
from those who use the tracks and not 
the ears in getting from point to point. 


Iu the days of gravel and cinder bal- 


last the roadbeds had become smooth 
and solid highways that were pleasant 
ami easy for pedestrians, and the rail- 
roads wore tho popular routes not only for 
the professional tramp in his wanderings, 
but for mechanics, who found the rail- 
road tracks convenient for short cuts be- 
tween their working places and their 
liomes, and for farmers living near 
towns, who chose the hard roadbeds not 
only as nearer routes, but much more to 
their liking than tho muddy, rough or 
dusty wagon roads for their trading 
trips where a wagon was not required. 


"No matter how many of these pedes- 


trians, whether tramps or others, might 
be run down by rushing and confusing 
railway trains, and such fatalities were 
alarmingly frequent, the ever threatening 
dangers of the track were ns nothing 
compared with its convenience and com- 
fort, nnd pedestrinnism of this kind not 
only vns not scared off, but it actually 
Increased. 
Stringent 
railroad 
orders 


against walking on the roadbed, enforced 
by strict police rules, could not affect this 
practice in the Icnst, aud the cars went 
on killing men, women and children with 
frightful regularity. 
But the invention 


of the stone crusher, without having this 
purpose at nil in view, has accomplished 
what constant menace to life nnd limb 
never could have done. 
The dumping 


along the railroad trm-ka of rough and 
jagged bits of t>tonc has changed them 
from smooth highways to jugged paths 
that cut the boots and hurt the feet nnd 
make the course of the walker not only 
didicult and slow, hut exceedingly pain- 
ful. 


"ft will tlfre n man more to walk a 


mile on n stone ballasted railroad bed 
than It will to walk ten on even the poor- 
est turnpike or country highway, to say 
nothing of the wear and tear of foot- 
goar. Tho professional tramp is never so 
well shod i hat be cares to risk his feet to 
wounds his leather is powerless to pre- 
vent, and lie hatps extra exertion. 


So, with many anathemas on tho 


economy that has covered the railroads 
with biHiving nnd wearying stone, ho 
shuns them and grumhlingly seeks the 
longer country roods. Others nnd repu- 
table people who 
habitually use the 


tracks as pathways have hcOii forced to 
leave them with like regret, nnd they use 
hard language ngainst the railroad com- 
panies."—Chicago Tribune.

But, then, it is intended for a 


bumpy iaan. Bumpy people are my spe- 
cialty." 


"Oh," remarked the caller apologetical- 


ly. "I didn't know that." 


"Didn't you read my sign?" asked the 


tall roan. Then be led the way out into 
the street and pointed to the white let- 
ters «hich informed pussersby that a 
tailor who sewed for cripples and de- 
formed persons did business there. 


"I didn't notice that," said the caller. 


"It was hidden by the awning." 


"So it was," snid the""tall man, "but so 


far as'business is concerned it makes lit- 
tle difference whether my sign is visible 
or not, for everybody knows where to 
find me. You did not know perhaps that 
the tailor business, like every other pro- 
fession, is gradually being divided up 
into specialties. 
I have taken tbe bumpy 


people, as you call them, for my particu- 
lar patrons. For the past five years I 
have been working almost exclusively 
along the bumpy line, and EOW fully two- 
thirds of my customers arc people trou- 
bled with some physical 
imperfection 


which they want concealed or, where 
that is impossible, reduced to a minimum 
by their elothe's. 


"It stands to reason that it is a difficult 


thing to give a deformed man a good fit. 
It might seem to the casual observer that 
any tailor who can turn out a well fitting 
suit of clothes for a sound, upright man 
ought to be able to do proportionately 
good work for a cripple, but this theory 
does not hold water in practice. I know 
scores of tailors up town who do first 
class work when sewing for their own 
trade, but as soon us they infringe on 
my specialty they make a botch of every- 
thing they lay their hands on. Their ill- 
competency in that line is due chiefly to 
the tendency to give attention to the 
whimsical notions and suggestions of 
patro%R. 


"As a rule, a man whose physique is 


out of kelter is very seusitre in regard to 
his shortcomings. 
Ho naturally wants 


the defect minimized to the greatest pos^ 
sible degree, nnd be has n grist of ideas 
which would, he believes, tend to im- 
prove his appearance. 
The tailor who 


bus not learned from experience the cut 
best adapted to various deformities is 
apt to be guided by the most plausible 
of these suggestions, nnd the result is 
general dissatisfaction to nil concerned. 


"As for inyhelf, having studied this 


branch of the trade for so many years, 1 
consider that I nia competent to fit the 
worst case of crooked limbs or baJ hack 
on record, and, while I listen patiently to 
directions and apparently defer to the 
wishes of my customers, in reality I fol- 
low my own judgment, nnd the conse- 
quence is I am troubled by fewer kickers 
than any other tailor of my acquaint- 
ance. 
I nni quite proud of my reputa- 


tion too. There are hosts, o£ these bumpy 
people in town, and it is high time some- 
body was making a special study of their 
anatomy."—New York Sun.

asymmetry of the average human face. 
The features of 99 people out of 100 
are undeniably asymmetrical—in other 
words, the right nnd left sides are*differ- 
ent in size, shape and general contour. 
We don't notice this variation unless our 
attention is attracted to it, but it is 
there all he same, and for some (reason 
thnt I am not able to explain it is! gener- 
ally emphasized by tfhe camera. 
'My 


goodness, my face is all crooked in that 
picture!' is a comment i that is frequently 
heard when ladies examine proofs.. They 
are generally told that-tlie effect isUlue to 
the lighting in tlsc print nnd that it^won't 
be noticeable when the'photograph Vis fin- 
ished. As a matter of,fact, tho retomcher 
can work wonders in. removing the evi- 
dences of asymmetry. 
He can lift the 


corner of the mouth, soften the auglte of 
a jaw and make both sides of the face 
tolerably fair 'mates' without losing' the 
likeness. 


"What I say applies, of co»irse, to full 


face pictures only, for when the head is 
turned slightly the deviations are scarce- 
ly ever discernible. 
Nor does the rule 


hold good invariably even with the front 
faces. Odd ns Jt may seem some people 
owe their charm of feature almost alto- 
gether to the fact of asymmetry. One of 
my patrons is a bcwitchingly pretty little 
lady, yet the sides of her face arc as dif- 
ferent as if they belonged to total stran- 
gers. One eye is oblique, while the*other 
is straight; her nostrils are not at'all on 
a line, nud her mouth has a raost ex- 
traordinary twist. 
From those details 


you would suppose that she was, nothing 
short of n monstrosity, but the wry com- 
hination I have briefly outlined is the 
thing that gives her face an irresistible 
piquancy. Among men asymmetry often 
lends great strength to a covaitenance. 
Bismarck wns a striking example of 
thnt fact, nnd so was Gladstone. If you 
are skeptical, take a full face/picture of 
either and cover one half of it with a 
card. Then reverse the process nnd ex- 
amine the other side. You will be sur- 
prised. 
In fact, you will discover four 


different men, all distinct types."—isew

I would like to draw attention to a 


bunch of immense trees in the mountains 
15 to 20 miles from my place, near La- 
•tourell, oa the,,O. E, ,& N. I, used to 
make every year a trip to. the mountains, 
lasting generally eight to ten days, and it 
was on one of rny last trips about four 
yearn ago that I discovered on the north- 
past side of the divide, between the wa- 
ters of the Bull ICuu and the Hood river, 
this hunch of giant trees. The like I nev- 
er saw before or since. 


Before I saw these giants I had meas- 


ured from time to time some trees at 
home which girdled 20 to 30 feet around 
about three feet above the base, hut these 
trees could not be compared at all with 
the big trees I found iu the mountains. 
They would appear as 
mere sticks 


against those giants. I honestly believe 
that those giants will girdle 00 to 80 feet 
around near the base and that they are 
350 to 400 -feet high. They stand on a 
kind of flat or bottom, and this flat is 
well protected from discovery, as far as I 
could perceive, by steep and high bluffs 
not only from the Hood river side up, 
.but from the main water divide down. 
These big trees are, iu my niind, some- 
where near the north line of the National 
park, but it is doubtful if they are in it. 


There are two species of the giant 


trees. One species has a .yellowish and 
not very rough bark, is straight and 
round as a candle, has no limbs to an im- 
mense height and has a nice, wonderful 
crown. The father of this very aristo- 
cratic species in our mountains is surely 
the emperor of our forest. People must 
not think that this tree is the so called 
"noble fir," because I know not only the 
"noble fir" but many other mountain 
trees very well. Nor must they think that 
this species is one of the common trees in 
the mountains. I cannot say how many 
such giants there are. There may be luiy- 
dreils, then- may lie thousands. On our 
way home one of my companions was 
drowned in the Hull Kuu nnd therefore I 
never went to die mountains again, but 
have always hnd a desire to go and inves- 
tigate further about those big-tree-*. 


Cedar is the second species of the big 


tnjes. They rival in size and grandeur 
the first species. But the most wonderful 
thing about them seems to be thnt they 
are, iu spite of their immeiihe diameter 
and ago, seemingly sound nnd hard 
through and through.—Portland Oix-go- 
uiun.

"It is painful to observe that toast as 


an article of food is rapidly disappear- 
ing," said the regular eater in restau- 
rants. "It is now almost impossible to 
get it in New York wherever one may 
order it. Fried, bread is now accepted 
everywhere as the substitute for toast in 
spite of the difference in its taste, ap- 
pearance and every other quality. Per- 
sons who eat toast for reason of health 
will find that fried bread produces an ef- 
fect absolutely the opposite to that 
which toast would cause. I do not know 
a single restaurant iu New York today 
in which real toast is servedj The fried 
bread can be more easily and quickly 
prepared. The danger of burning is not 
so great, and in the hurry of a restaurant 
kitchen it is much less trouble to put 
bread into the frying pan than to have 
it kept over live coals long enough, to 
toast. So tonst must also be added to tbe 
list of simple and unpretentious dishes 
which are rapidly disappearing from New 
York's bill of fare because they ars not 
elaborate enough to make it worth while 
to take trouble over them."—New York 
Sun.
